IF THE MINERS ARE WRONG, 


Why Does Not the Coal Trust Arbitrate— 


President Mitchell's Statement. 


The following trenchant 
editorial 


was published in Tuesday's New York 
Journal: 


"The statement issued by President 


Mitchell, of the United Mine Workers 
of America, in reply to President Baer, 
Abram S Hewitt and other represent- 
atives of the coal trust, cannot but 
im iress by its excellent temper. He 
gives the figures to show how poorly 
paid the striking miners were, and 
riddles the solemn pretence of the 
philanthrop'sts of the monopoly—the 
'Christian men to whom God in His in- 
finite wisdom has intrusted the prop- 
erty interests of the country,' accord- 
ing to the blasphemous Baer—that 
they are the guardians of labor rights. 


"The one right of the laborer for 


which those closely confederated capi- 
talists are ready to make large sacri- 
fices is the right not to join a union— 
the right to turn 'scab' and so cut 
wages. 


"Now, as always, Mr. Mitchell an- 


nounces, the men are ready to submit 
their case to an impartial tribunal for 
arbitration. 


"What the miners are battling for 


are a small increase of wages, the 
honest weighing of the coal they mine, 
the honest recording of it, and an 
agreement covering these points for a 
specific period. 


"Surely there is nothing exorbitant 


in these demands, and if the coal trust 
had a cause to plead in a court of 
equity it would long ago have accepted 
the proposal to arbitrate. 


"But what the coal trust is really 


fighting for is not to escape the pay- 
ment of a few cents a ton more to the 
miners—that cDuld easily be shifted to 
the consumer, who has heretofore had 
to put up with a good many increases 
of price—but to destroy the union. 
While the men are united they have 
some power to protect 
themselves 


against injustice and oppression ; the 
union destroyed, they would be utterly 
at the mercy of the trust, 


"Meantime the public has to endure

Accustomed always to live on a little, 
a little less is no unendurable hardship. 
It was with a quaking of hearts that we 


child like the children of the rich, and in 
the heart of the miner was the soul- 
rooted determination to starve to the 
last crust ol bread and fight out the 
long, dreary battle, to win a life for the 
child and secure for it a place m the 
world in keeping with advancing civili- 
zation. 
"The heart that does not feel itself

meeting several old Bedford county 
boys, whom I will just mention brief- 
ly. David H. Imler hasn't seen Penn- 
sylvania for over seventeen years yet 
seems happy and contented in a beau- 
tiful home just outside of the city of 
Los Angeles, which is not so strange, 
once you know his life partner and their 
bright, intelligent children—and, then, 
he is living in southern California 
Mr. Imler and his boon companion, 
Oliver C. Hartley, left Pennsylvania 
together when both were young men. 
The former had been one of the coun- 
ty's successful school teachers and 
both were well educated, so found no 
difficulty 
in securing 
employment 


with a corps of engineers then running 
a survey of the Eock Island railroad. 
This completed, Mr. Imler drifted 
farther west and was one of the engi- 
neers to run the first level on Pike's 
Peak for the now famous cog road 
In the early nineties he went to Crip 
pie Creek, Col., and turned his atten- 
tion to mining. 
He left Colorado 


some years later, having disposed of 
his holdings for a good round sum, 
and is now engaged in a less strenuous 
life than roughing it In the gold fields. 
He is at present interested in promot- 
ing a manufacturing concern which 
ought to equal an ordinary gold mine 
in years net very distant. 


John Nelson is another Bedford 


county man who is hustling in the far 
west. He is located in Los Angeles 
and doing a fine insurance business. 


Charles Shuck, now located in Eed- 


lands, up to a few months ago had 
been a faithful employee of the Peo- 
ple's store in Los Angeles.

Well and !• Fatally Injured. 


John T. Koontz, a well known well 


driller and plumber of New Enterprise, 
met with an accident Friday morning 
which resulted in hisdeath. Mr. Koontz 
was removing an old pump from a well 
on the David Snyder farm, situated 
two miles west of New Enterprise, and 
was about to descend the well for the 
purpose of attaching a rope to the 
lower part of the pump when a swing- 
ing ladder upon which he started to go 
into the well became detached from 
the supporting timbers and he fell to 
the bottom, a distance of about sixty 
feet, striking the back of his head 
upon a projecting stone, crushing the 
base of his skull and fracturing several 
vertebrae, causing instant death.

In the cities hard coal retails at 


from $20 to $25 a ton; soft coals sells 
for $7.

New Use for lleriued Paralllue Wax. 


A new and important use for refined 


paraffine wax seems to have been dis- 
covered by a prominent resident o] 
Ohio, living near Lancaster, who had 
two trees badly damaged by storm, one 
being a maple and the other an apple 
In each case a large limb was broken 
down from the trunk, but still attach- 
ed to it. The limbs were propped up 
aad fastened securely with straps, very 
much as a broken leg might be fasten- 
ed with splints, and then melted re- 
fined wax poured into and over all the 
cracks. The "surgical operation" was 
entirely successful. 
Theparaffine pre- 


venting the escape of the sap, kept out 
the rain and moisture which would 
have rotted the trees, prevented the de- 
predations of insects, and the limbs 
seem thus far to be perfectly re-attach- 
ed to the trees.

The annual report of Commissioner 


of Pensions Eugene F. Ware shows 
that the number of names on the pen- 
sion rolls is under the 1,000,000 mark, 
despite a net gain of 5,733 pensioners 
since 1393. The total enrolment July 
1 was 999,416, against 997,733 last year. 
The total comprises 733,809 soldiers 
and 260,1537 widows and dependents 
The aggregate includes 4,695 pension- 
ers outside the United States. The num- 
ber of death notices of old soldiers not 
now in the service recsived by the bu- 
reaa during the year was 50,12b, but 
only 27,043 of them were pensioners 
The report says that the death rate 
among the pansioners for the coming 
year will be about 40,000 and the losses 
to the rolls from other causes will be 
about 6,000. The total amount piid 
for pensions during the fiscal year was 
g!37,i04,263, and the yearly cost of 
operating and maintaining the bureau 
and agencies, outside of the payment 
of pensions proper, aggregates S3,r,90,- 
529. 
The pension system, says the re- 


port, since the beginning of the gov- 
ernment has cost 83,992,509,019, ex- 
clusive of the establishment of the 
Soldiers' Home.

1, 1790, to June 30, 1365, were 896, 443,-
